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The history of the Niagara Frontier is rich in stories of romance and deeds of heroism. 
The French upon their arrival found the Neutral nation of Indians occupying the shore of 
the river. Adjacent to them, extending along the shores of Lake Erie and inland, the Erie 
nation. The growing power of the great League menaced their castles. Soon conflict destroyed 
and absorbed the two weaker nations and the great Confederacy reigned supreme. 

La Salle’s ‘‘Griffon,’’ the first vessel to sail the waters above the Niagara Falls, passed 
the future site of Buffalo upon her maiden voyage, and the shores of the river echoed the 
marching songs of the armies of France. La Salle, Denon- 
ville and other gallant soldiers planted the standards of 2 es 
their king, and Fort Niagara was built to become the key 
to. the coveted region. 


*In 1758 Chambert Joincare, under orders from 
Quebec, planted corn and erected buildings within the 
present boundaries of Buffalo, __ evidently the first white 
man to build within our city. The following year Fort 
Niagara surrendered to Sir William Johnson and the 
banners of King George were unfurled over the frontier. 


Mars, however, could not rest and within a few 
years the revolution swept over the land. From Fort 
Niagara harrowing raids spread over Western New York 
until General Sullivan launched his punitive expedition 
that threw the Iroquois back to the 
famous Castle, a broken nation. 
During the reconstructicn of the 
successful colonies the Seneca re- 
serve on Buffalo Creek was born, 
and from there issued the famous 
characters Red Jacket, Farmers 
Brother and many other Indians 
famous in lccal history. 


By the end of the eighteenth 
century scattered cabins were erect- 
ed upon the favored site of the 
present Queen City, Middaugh, 
Lane, and Winne are mentioned in 
history and the land became a part 
of the Holland Purchase. ‘‘God made 
Buffalo” remarked Joseph Ellicott 
some years after he as representative 
of the Holland Land Co. had selected 
the site and finished the survey in 
person. | 

Settlers flocked to the new, 
village which became a typical frontier settlement 
soon to be torn by the final struggle with the mother 
country. During this struggle, the heoric Towson with 
Lieut. Elliott cut out the British ships Detroit and 
Caledonia from under the guns of Fort Erie. Perry 
equipped a part of his fleet in the old harbor at the 
mouth of the Scajaqua creek. Then came that eventful 
day in December, 1813, when the British and Indians 
in retaliation destroyed the village by fire. Peace soon 
reigned again over the Frontier and Buffalo was rebuilt 
to be incorporated as a village in 1816. 

In the old harbor at Black Rock was built the 
“Walk in the Water”’ the first steamship to sail Lake Erie. The projected Erie Canal made 
the building of a harbor at the mouth of Buffalo Creek imperative and to the energies of Judge 
Wilkinson, who achieved this difficult task, the city owes its present commercial standing. 
The Canal was completed and opened with great celebration in 1825. Buffalo soon outgrew 
its infant status and in the year 1832 was incorporated as a city, electing Ebenezer Johnson 
as its first mayor. Five years later the Mackenzie Rebellion furnished plenty of excitement for 
local inhabitants and a great deal of trouble for the national government. Then came the 
stirring days of the ‘‘Underground Railway’’ and the Civil War embellishing the pages of 
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Saturday, August 23rd, First Day

local history with such names as Bidwell, Weidrich and Chapin. Following the war, commerce 
flourished. In 1866 statistics show Buffalo’s grain market surpassing that of Odessa, the largest 
in all Europe. The Ketchum reaper, the first machine to successfully cut grass and Dart’s 
elevator originated in Buffalo. 

Two eminent Buffalo citizens attained the highest office in the land: Millard Fillmore 
and Grover Cleveland. 

A steady growth in population and commerce marked the progress of the city until the 
outbreak of the Spanish War in 1898. Again as in the Civil War, Buffalo responded with her 
quota of volunteers and from old Fort Porter marched the “Fighting Thirteenth’? that 
gained fame at San Juan. 

Three years later the Pan American Exposition opened her gates to the world; her 
success to be crushed by the nation’s loss __ the death of President McKinley. In the Wilcox 
home on Delaware Avenue Theodore Roosevelt was sworn in as chief executive but the Ex- 
position never recovered from the disaster and closed a financial loss. 

During the late war Buffalo carried on in common with ali the communities of our 
great country. Her citizens responded nobly. 

In the year 1930 we find her, with the grain business, the automobile, aeroplane and 
other industries thriving; her educational features and civic enterprise at peak, still worthy 


of her name “‘The Queen City of the Lakes.’’
